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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues, in substance, that prior art of 
record Bachman et a! (5,907,621), fail to teach the claimed limitations of using received authentication data to validate an already- 
existing address token or identifying tag. Examiner respectfully disagrees. As noted in the Final Action, Bachman et al teach comparing 
received authentication data with stored authentication data for token validation (col.6 lines 20-37 and 43-50). Thus it can be seen that 
stored user information is used to validate received token data. Applicant's arguments are therefore unpersuaslve and the rejection under 
the prior art is maintained . 
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
